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Now in its 23rd year, the Gryphon Trio has impressed in¬ 
ternational audiences and the press with its highly refined, 
dynamic performances and has firmly established itself as 
one of the world’s preeminent piano trios. With a reper¬ 
toire that ranges from the traditional to the contemporary 
and from European classicism to modern-day multimedia, 
the Gryphons are committed to redefining chamber music 
for the 21st century. 

The Trio tours regularly throughout North America and 
Europe and their 17 recordings are an encyclopedia of 
works for the genre. They have commissioned over 75 
new works, and regularly collaborate on projects that 
push the boundaries of chamber music. Honours include 
two Juno Awards for Classical Album of the Year, and the 
prestigious 2013 Walter Carsen Prize for Excellence in the 
Performing Arts from the Canada Council. 

Deeply committed to the education of the next genera¬ 
tion of audiences and performers alike, the Gryphons 
frequently conduct master classes and workshops at uni¬ 
versities and conservatories, and are Artists-in-Residence 
at the University of Toronto’s Faculty of Music and Trinity 
College. 

Gryphon cellist Roman Borys is Artistic Director of Otta¬ 
wa’s Chamberfest. Annalee Patipatanakoon and James 
Parker serve as the festival’s Artistic Advisors in addition 
to their responsibilities at the University of Toronto Faculty 
of Music, where Parker is the Rupert E. Edwards Chair 
in Piano Performance and Patipatanakoon is Associate 
Professor of Violin. 


James Campbell has followed his muse to five 
television specials, more than 40 recordings, over 30 
works commissioned, a Juno Award, a Roy Thomson 
Hall Award, Canada’s Artist of the Year, the Queen’s 
Golden Jubilee Medal and Canada’s highest honour, the 
Order of Canada. Campbell has performed as a soloist 
and chamber musician in over 30 countries with string 
quartets, orchestras and luminaries like the Boston Pops, 
London Symphony, the Guarneri, Allegri and St. Lawrence 
Quartets, Glenn Gould and Aaron Copland. 

Of Campbell’s extensive discography many have won 
international acclaim. He has recorded with the London 
Symphony, the Philharmonia Orchestra, the London 
Philharmonic, and the National Arts Centre Orchestra. 
Sony Classical has recently re-released Campbell’s 
recording of Debussy’s Rhapsody No. 1 with Glenn 
Gould. 

Since 1984, James Campbell has been Artistic Director of 
the Festival of the Sound, the annual summer Canadian 
chamber music festival, and has programmed over 1,300 
concerts for the festival. Under his direction the Festival 
has traveled to England, Japan, and the Netherlands, 
and it has been the subject of documentaries by BBC 
Television, CBC Television and TV Ontario. 

Campbell has been Professor of Music at the prestigious 
Jacobs School of Music, Indiana University, since 1988. 

He plays Conn-Selmer clarinets and uses Vandoren and 
Legere reeds.
